JROMANTIC STORY OF 
FAMOUS GOLD MINE 


Old) Prospector, Returned to Queen 
Charlotte Islands After Sojourn tn 
California, Tells of Discovery of 
Gold Harbor—Forty Feet of Glit- 
tering Gold Ore, 


The discovery of Gold Harbor, 
Queen Charlotte Islands, was first 
made by an Indian ignorant of its 
value. A pocket of glittering gold ore 
forty feet long, eight feet wide at the 
surface and tapering to two inches 
at twelve feet In depth was actually 
handed over to the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany in 1851 as a ransom for their 
influence in liberating three Haida 
Indians from captivity, according to 
Cyrenus Mulky, an old-time pros- 
pector of California, Mr. Mulky is 
j now in his seventy-ninth year and has 
visited the Queen Chaflotte Islands for 
the fifth time in 68 years. Upon his 
return there recently a large number 
of fhe old-time Indians were glad to 
meet him, remembering him as an 
old-time tillicum, 

Mr. Mulky starts his story by say- 
ing that Fort Simpson was established 
in 1837 by the Hudson Bay Company 
with Sir James Douglas in charge who 
brought the first steamship round the 
..0rn, the old Otta, in 1837. The Otta 
went beck to the old country the same 
year with a cargo of potatoes from 
Masset 

Found by Indians, 


In 1851, a lone Indian and his 
squaw, who had escaped from the 
flerce battle between the Tsimpseans 
and Haidas, were hiding near Gold 
Harbor, living on bark and roots, and 
by accident broke off some of the 
gold ore when making a landing with 
their canoe. Realizing that it was 
something unusual they kept a sample 
of this quartz, and later showed it 
to the chief of the Haidas, who also 
Was ignorant of its value He, how- 
ever, took three small soap boxes full 
of this ore over to Fort Simpson to 
Mr. Douglas, thinking it might be of 
value to him in securing the assist- 
ance of Mr. Douglas in getting the 
release of his three Indian warriors 
who were taken prisoners during the 
battle referred to. When the first 
box of gold was placed on counter 
before Mr. Douglas he could hardly 
believe his eyes and asked where this 
“cultus’” rock had come from. The 
Indian explained to Mr Douglas how 
it was found and how he had gone 
back and broken off three boxes of 
this “skookum" rock Mr. Douglas 
did ‘not let the chief know of its real 
value but requested him to bring the 
other two boxes and leave them with 
him and he would see what he could 
do towards releasing the prisoners. 
As a result some time later the three 
warriors were released and sent home 


Richness of Ore. 
During the following year, 1852, the 


Hudson Bay Company, after being | 


shown its location by the old chief and 
the Indian who first discovered it, be- 
#an work on the large pocket of gold 
with old fashioned erude drills and 
black powder as mining implements. 
Then the real excitement began, for 
chunks of all kinds and sizes of almost 
pure gold ore filled the air in every 
direction with the first shot In fact 
for some time they continued to loose 
large quantities of this ore frou every 
blast as it fell for hundreds of feet 
into the harbor, even falling on the 
decks of some of the ships in the har- 
bor. They finally discovere d they were 
wasting too much of this precious ore 
and began de Vising means of covering 
Over the surface with logs roped to- 
gether before making the blast, 


Mr. Mulkey says there were six other 
ships in the harbor besides their own 
at that time. Theirs was the brig Eagle, 
a two _masted echconer, and owned 
jointly by himself, Abraham Way “

was lying at anchor and offered to pilot 
them around into a safe harbor, Tho 
white men being suspicious, however, 
did not accept their offer but renained 
at ancher unt!l some time in the night, 
when the etorm increased and they 
were wreekrd in front.of t he Indian 
Village and taken prisoners by the In- 
dians for nearly a year, and had it not 
been for one of the chie fe, old Skidans, 
they would have all been murdered on 
the epot. Old Skidans,- however, kept 
them after securing all ofthe plunder, 
clothing, ete., that they had and sent 
word to Mr. Douglas, who commun'cat. 
ed with the Oregan government Through 
him they were finally peleased, 

Many Redskins There. 

Mr. Mulkey says that there were 
about 9,300 Indians on*the Islands at 
that time, made up approximately as 
follows; 2,600 at Marset; 800 at Gold 
Harbor; 1,000 at Skidgate; 1,000 at 
Cumshews; 800 at Skidans; 700 at Clew 
and about 800 at Ninetin; all at war 
with the Teimpseans and other main. 
land tribes, Their principal warfare be 
ing carried on in large war canoce made 
from huge otdar logs ae large ae 82 feet 
in length and eight and a half feet 
beam, carrying an average of about 105 
warriors each, using bows and arrows 
and spears as their only weapons, and in 
eome cases Mr. Mulkey eaye their cap 
tives were actually roasted and eaten 
at some of their war dances 

Mr. Mulkey is not surprised to learn 
that the stamp mill in operation at Gold 
Harbor was actually etamping out gold 
bricks at the rate of seventy five to a

REMINISCENCES OF THE’ 
‘EARLY DAYS IN WEST 


John Coleman, From Edmonton, Tells 
Manitoba Mree Press Interesting 
Incidents Concerning Winnipeg 
and Mirnitoba in the Seventies,

John Coleman, of Edmonton, 
berta, to Winnipeg 
Wednesday, for the Arst time 
1877. 

Mr. Coleman is of Irish descent, his 
parents having settled about 1840 In 
th» county and township of Leeds, 
Urt. He arrived for the first time in 
Winnipeg in the year 1872, when he 
was almost 21 years of age, and came 
all the way from Moorehead, Minn., 
in a flat-bottomed boat owned by a 
man named Runions. Soon after his 
arrival in the early spring of '72, the 
Red and Assiniboine rivers overflowed 
their banks and the little village of 
Winnipeg was swamped The place 
consisted then of less than 100 small 
wooden houses, situated along the 
west bank of the Red, somewhere be 
tween Notre Dame East and Logan 
avenue, at that time the population 
was about 300, two-thirds of which 
were half-breeds, and the remainder 
white people, the majority of whom 
had come from Ontario. Mr. Cole 
man said that there were far more 
Irish than Scotch people in Winnipeg 


returned

when he struck it first, There were 
some Welsh also, 
Principal Citizen, 
Andrew McDermott, said Mr. Cole- 


man, was the principal citizen of Win 
nipeg at that time. Mr. McDermott 
was then well on in years; he owned 
most of the houses and transacted 
nearly all the business in the village. 
When the flood came Mr. McDermott 
had to chain down his houses to pre 
vent them being swept away by the 
food. 

Mr. Coleman was under the impres- 
sion that the whole land on which the 
present Winnipeg stands was owned 
in the seventies by Johnny Grant, of 
Montana, who had arrived on the 
scone many years previously. He re- 
members well how Grant tried to 
duce him to buy the marshy land 
the neighborhood of a creek, 
which included, as far as he 
calculate now, all the area on 
the Union Bank, Leland Hotel, 
City Hall and the market place 
situated now. He was offered 
whole patch at the rate of $30 
lot, and was given three years to 
for them.

Coleman, would be such a foolhardy

church Hie could only remember the 
pastor of the Anglican church, who, 
he thought, was a Frenchman, but 
jhe had forgotten his name The re- 
porter asked if the name was For 
tin Ah, that's the name ejacu 
lated Mr. Coleman And on being 
informed that the same gentleman 
was till in the ecity in charge of 
Holy Trinity church, he gave an ex- 
pression of surprise and said “My 
jhe is a sticker! Holy Trinity chureh 
was the only place of worship which 
appealed to him lie remarked that 
with its ivy-covered walls, there war

Trinity was not the name of the first 
Anglican church in the city, but he 
had a faint recollection that it was 
named after St. John.

‘77. He left for Edmonton in a Ted 
River cart soon after returning and
